largest swine producing counties in

It lias been demonstrated that tu ­ 
berculosis can be eradicated, 
Dr. 
Julian asserted, because in 35 coun­ 
ties of the state the disease in live­ 
stock has been wiped <*ut or reduced 
to one half of one percent. 
It has likewise been demonstrated, 
he added, that tuberculosis in hogs 
and cattle affects other stock 
and 
poultry. To show the loss that might 
result on poultry, he pointed 
out 
th at the poultry turnover in Indiana 
was .|60,000,000 a year. 
Dr. Julian did not 
discuss 
the 
method's of gaining the co-operation 
of the government 
in 
tuberculosis 
eradication, except to say that 
the 
county council 
could 
appropriate 
money for the purpose and the coun­ 
ty commissioners could enter into an 
agreement to put the plan in effect 
Dr. Julian showed the importance 
of the dairy industry, which is not

Calling attention to the fact 
that, 


this is one of the largest, if not tile 
largest swine producing •counties in 
Indiana, he said, "We know 
you 


have tuberculosis in your hogs, cat- 
tle and chickens." 


It has been -demonstrated that tu- 


berculosis can he eradicated, 
-Dr. 


Julian asserted, because in 33 coun- 
ties of the state the disease in live- 
stock has lieen wiped out or reduced 
to one half of one percent. 


It has likewise been demonstrated, 


lie added, that tuberculosis in hogs 
and cattle affects other stock 
and 


poultry. To show the loss that might 
result on poultry, he pointed 
out 


that the .poultry turnover in Indiana 
was $60,000,000 a year. 


Dr. Julian did not 
discuss the 


methods of guinins: the co-operation 
of the government in tuberculosis 
eradication, except to say that the 
county council 
could 
appropriate 


money for the purpose and the coun- 
ty commissioners could enter into an 
agreement to put the plan in effect 


Dr. Julian showed the importance 


of the dairy industry, which is not 


sufficient to supply the people of the 
United States. And Americans, 
he 


added, are consuming only about 50 
percent of the dairy products thai 
they can consume.

in pasteurization of milk, if prop- 
erly done, but even then it does not 
eliminate disease.
